In 'few communities' is there any one old enough to remem- 


ber such a winter. .The records show it to' be the hardest 
experienced since ,the establishment of .the weather bureau, 
and it has been claimed that the season has had no equal in 
severity for the last eighty years. 
Through all the eastern 


part of the country-the cold has been intense continuously 
since the latter part b'f November. Record temperatures .have 
been reported,from all parts of New, IZngl.aud and the middle 
slates, and even the southern slalc$;.|iaW'siirlered from UIK 
usual cold.

And the extreme lemperalure has nol been Ihe only trouble. 


There have ben, and still are, others, .The.most, wid.espread is 
the coal shortage which has made and is still making serious 
trouble in many parts of the country, and. .perhaps.no more 
serious anywhere than in New England, where the greatest:in- 
convcnience has been experienced, with actual sutlermg in 
"many cases.' Schools.have been closed and factories have 
been shut .down by lack, of' fuel, and there are few households, 
rich or p'oor.'lhat have nol been plagued and burdened by the 
fuel shortage: In addition to this there are .many communi- 
ties that aresho/t of water, making a combination such as was 
never known'before by the present generation. With all the 
rest there has been tiie most serious interference with railroad 
and trolley traffic, (he snows and winds having produced fre- 
quent blockades at'-a'time'when-every wheel needed to be 
turning as never before.

It has been a trying season mid the end is not yet. 
It is al- 


ways safe to count on February as a.genuine winter month, 
and while there is ground for hope lhat the worst is past it is 
too early to begin to talk about the back of winter being 
broken. Tlie fight against the forces of nature will have to be 
continued'for some time yet, but the season is wearing on and 
there must-be n break in,the not yeryjjsjflnf future. 


And how glad everybody will be ipettil comes! 'When the 


air ceases to cut like a knife, when Hie sun begins to assert 
itself and the drifts begin to shrink and vanish. -.Those will be 
happy days indeed for the people of the winter-ridden sections 
of the country upon whose patience and vitality the draft has 
been unprecedented:
